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INTRODUCTION 


THE  plan  and  scope  of  the  following  work  are 
based  on  the  idea  that  God's  "Word,  if  studied  in 
its  natural  and  proper  relations,  is  its  own  infallible 
interpreter. 

The  late  James  Gilruth,  of  Davenport,  Iowa,  was 
accustomed,  in  the  course  of  his  ministry,  to  note 
down  the  topics  that  occurred  to  him  in  his  careful 
study  of  the  Scriptures,  and  to  group  under  them,  in 
chronological  order,  all  the  passages  that  seemed  to 
him  to  elucidate  and  confirm  them.  His  favourite 
idea  was,  that  the  Scriptures  contain  all  the  truths 
that  men  should  hold  as  articles  of  faith,  and,  in  con- 
nexion with  these,  full  directions  for  our  actions  un- 
der all  circumstances  of  life.  His  work  grew  with 
his  years,  but  was  not  completed.  His  son,  James 
H.  Gilruth,  of  Mount  Yernon,  Iowa,  made  a  critical 
examination  of  the  manuscript,  and,  taking  it  as  a 
basis,  made  an  entirely  new  arrangement.  The  pres- 
ent volume  is  the  fruit  of  this  latter  labor.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  headings  are  generally  a  condensation 
of  the  texts.  Sometimes,  however,  this  was  not  prac- 
ticable, and,  in  such  cases,  those  headings  have  been 
given  which  were  judged  best  suited  to  call  attention 
to  the  subject. 
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"While  the  plan,  with  much  of  the  treatment  in- 
volved in  carrying  it  out,  is  largely  that  of  the  son, 
the  fundamental  idea  is  due  to  the  father.  The  work 
is,  therefore,  the  fruit  of  the  critical  and  intense  study 
of  the  Bible  by  two  minds ;  but  there  is  all  that  sym- 
metry and  unity  which  every  literary  production  needs 
in  order  to  reach  the  highest  ends.  No  work,  even 
when  the  result  of  one  mind,  is  hardly  worth  the  pub- 
lishing which  has  not  undergone  all  those  happy  trans- 
formations which  come  from  the  process  of  composi- 
tion and  general  preparation.  The  world's  best  works 
began  with  little  more  than  a  conception.  Their  or- 
der and  development  belonged  to  that  peculiar  in- 
spiration which  comes  from  having  made  a  good  be- 
ginning, and  grows  with  the  increasing  pages. 

But  is  there  a  place  in  the  Christian  literature  of 
our  day  for  such  a  work  as  the  present  ?  We  think 
there  is.  There  never  was  a  time  when  all  the  col- 
lateral departments  of  revealed  truth  were  studied 
with  such  interest  and  critical  care  as  in  our  day. 
The  natural  historv  of  the  Bible  lands,  the  career  of 
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nations  related  to  the  scriptural  peoples,  and  the 
usages  and  literature  of  the  chosen  family,  are  exam- 
ined with  an  assiduity  and  judgment  without  example 
in  the  history  of  the  Church.  In  another  and  still 
higher  respect  we  observe  an  unparalleled  interest  in 
what  concerns  the  divine  truth  and  the  teaching  of 
it  to  the  world.  We  mean  the  precise  language  of 
the  Bible  itself. 

This  is  an  age  in  which  there  is  not  only  more 
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study  than  during  auy  of  its  predecessors  in  the 
themes  about  the  Scriptures,  but  iu  the  Scriptures 
themselves.  The  letter  of  the  Bible  is  inquired  into 
with  a  keenness  of  relish  and  a  wealth  of  learn- 
ing which  give  us  ground  for  hoping  for  it  a  firmer 
hold  upon  the  popular  mind  than  ever  before.  To 
this  latter  class  of  works  the  following  contribution 
to  our  biblical  literature — "  Grod's  Guide  for  Man's 
Faith  and  Practice  " — now  comes,  to  take  its  place 
of  service  and  honour.  The  full  history  of  its  prepa- 
ration may  not  be  told  here.  The  time  it  has  occu- 
pied, the  constant  reliance  upon  the  Source  of  all 
wisdom,  the  patience  required  at  every  step,  and  the 
rare  judgment  needed  throughout,  can  hardly  be 
seen  in  their  full  lio-ht.  The  o-ood  work  which  we 
believe  it  will  perform  will  be  its  best  recognition. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  inferences  which  men 
have  drawn  from  the  language  of  the  Bible  are  often 
antagonistic.  One  needs  only  to  arrange  the  Confes- 
sions of  the  great  Christian  bodies  beside  each  other  to 
see  the  opposing  variations  of  human  deductions  from 
the  Bible.  We  turn  over  the  pages  of  such  works  as 
"Winer's  "  Confessions  of  Christendom,"  and  Schaff 's 
"  Creeds  of  Christendom,"  to  see  how  strangely  vast 
bodies  of  men  can  drink  from  the  same  fountain  and 
arrange  themselves  in  opposing  lines.  We,  there- 
fore, hail  with  pleasure  every  agency  that  would 
bring  the  Christian  world  back  to  its  common  source 
of  truth  and  dutv.  What  is  human  often  divides : 
what   is  divine   always   unites!      A  more   intimate 
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knowledge  of  the  exact  words  of  the  Scriptures  must 
remove  many  points  of  difference  between  believers, 
and  aid  in  bringing  in  that  broad  charity  without 
which  the  Churches  would  be  merely  human  organ- 
izations. That  oneness  of  the  people  of  God,  which 
all  feel  to  be  the  intention  of  the  Great  Teacher,  must 
be  greatly  promoted  by  a  familiar  acquaintance  with 
just  what  the  Scriptures  do  say  upon  every  point  of 
doctrine  and  duty. 

To  the  pastors,  Sunday-school  teachers,  and  all 
evangelical  believers  and  workers  in  the  vineyard  of 
the  Church  of  Christ,  we  cordially  commend  this  vol- 
ume as  an  honest  and  thorough  effort  toward  a  firm- 
er union  of  all  Christian  people,  and  a  more  intimate 

acquaintance  with  the  divine  will.

Then  saith  he  to  the  man,  Stretch  forth  thy 
hand,  And  he  stretched  it  forth ;  and  it  wTas  restored  whole 
like  as  the  other.     u  Then  the  Pharisees  went  out,  and  held 
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a  council  against  him,  how  they  might  destroy  him.  15  But 
when  Jesus  knew  it,  he  withdrew  himself  from  thence:  and 
great  multitudes  followed  him,  and  he  healed  them  all. 
22  Then  was  brought  unto  him  one  possessed  with  a  devil, 
blind,  and  dumb:  and  he  healed  him,  insomuch  that  the 
blind  and  dumb  both  spake  and  saw.

1S  And  when  the  Lord  saw 
her,  he  had  compassion  on  her,  and  said  unto  her,  Weep  not.

A.  d.  29.1  John  13.  4.  He  riseth  from  supper,  and  laid  aside 
his  garments ;  and  took  a  towel,  and  girded  himself.  5  After 
that  he  poureth  water  into  a  basin,  and  began  to  wash  the  dis- 
ciples' feet,  and  to  wipe  them  with  the  towel  wherewith  he 
was  girded.  6  Then  cometh  he  to  Simon  Peter :  and  Peter 
saith  unto  him,  Lord,  dost  thou  wash  my  feet?  7  Jesus  an- 
swered and  said  unto  him,  What  I  do  thou  knowest  not  now ; 
but  thou  shalt  know  hereafter.  8  Peter  saith  unto  him,  Thou 
shalt  never  wash  my  feet.  Jesus  answered  him,  If  I  wash  thee 
not,  thou  hast  no  part  with  me.  9  Simon  Peter  saith  unto 
him,  Lord,  not  my  feet  only,  but  also  my  hands  and  my 
head.  10  Jesus  saith  to  him,  He  that  is  washed  needeth  not 
save  to  wash  his  feet,  but  is  clean  every  whit;  and  ye  are 
clean,  but  not  all.  "  For  he  knew  who  should  betray  him ; 
therefore  said  he,  Ye  are  not  all  clean.  12  So  after  he  had 
washed  their  feet,  and  had  taken  his  garments,  and  was  set 
down  again,  he  said  unto  them,  Know  ye  what  I  have  done 
to  you  ?  13  Ye  call  me  Master  and  Lord :  and  ye  say  well ; 
for  so  I  am.  14If  I  then,  your  Lord  and  Master,  have  washed 
your  feet ;  ye  also  ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet.  15  For 
1  have  given  you  an  example,  that  ye  should  do  as  I  have 
done  to  you.  16  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  The  servant  is 
not  greater  than  his  Lord ;  neither  he  that  is  sent  greater  than 
he  that  sent  him. 

§  142.  He  told  the  Truth  and  they  sought  to  kill  Him. 

A.  d.  29.]  John  8.  37.  I  know  that  ye  are  Abraham's  seed  ; 
but  ye  seek  to  kill  me,  because  my  word  hath  no  place  in  you. 
40  But  now  ye  seek  to  kill  me,  a  man  that  hath  told  you  the 
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truth,  which  I  have  heard  of  God :  this  did  not  Abraham. 
45  And  because  I  tell  you  the  truth,  ye  believe  me  not. 

§  143.  They  endeavoured  to  catch  Sim  in  Sis  "Words. 

A.  d.  29.]  Luke  20.  19.  And  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes 
the  same  hour  sought  to  lay  hands  on  him :  and  they  feared 
the  people:  for  they  perceived  that  he  had  spoken  this  para- 
ble against  them.  20And  they  watched  him,  and  sent  forth 
spies,  which  should  feign  themselves  just  men,  that  they 
might  take  hold  of  his  words,  that  so  they  might  deliver  him 
unto  the  power  and  authority  of  the  governor.  21  And  they 
asked  him,  saying,  Master,  we  know  that  thou  sayest  and 
teachest  rightly,  neither  acceptest  thou  the  person  of  any,  but 
teachest  the  way  of  God  truly :  22  Is  it  lawful  for  us  to  give 
tribute  unto  Cesar,  or  no  ?

b.  c.  1044"!  Psa-  2.  1.  Why  do  the  heathen  rage,  and  the 
people  imagine  a  vain  thing?  2  The  kings  of  the  earth  set 
themselves,  and  the  rulers  take  counsel  together,  against  the 
Lord,  and  against  his  anointed. 

a.  d.  29.]  Acts  4.  24.  And  when  they  heard  that,  they  lifted 
up  their  voice  to  God  with  one  accord,  and  said,  Lord,  thou 
art  God,  which  hast  made  heaven,  and  earth,  and  the  sea, 
and  all  that  in  them  is.  25  Who  by  the  mouth  of  thy  servant 
David  hast  said,  Why  did  the  heathen  rage,  and  the  people 
imagine  vain  things  ?  26  The  kings  of  the  earth  stood  up,  and 
the  rulers  were  gathered  together  against  the  Lord,  and  against 
his  Christ.  27  For  of  a  truth  against  thy  holy  child  Jesus, 
whom  thou  hast  anointed,  both  Herod,  and  Pontius  Pilate, 
with  the  Gentiles,  and  the  people  of  Israel,  were  gathered  to- 
gether, 28  For  to  do  whatsoever  thy  hand  and  thy  counsel 
determined  before  to  be  done. 

§  145.  They  hired  Judas  for  thirty  pieces  of  silver  to 

betray  Sim. 

b.  c.  587.]  Zech.  11.  12.  And  I  said  unto  them,  If  ye  think 
good,  give  me  my  price ;  and  if  not,  forbear.  So  they  weighed 
for  my  price  thirty  pieces  of  silver. 

a.  d.  29.]  Matt.  26.  14.  Then  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Judas 
Iscariot,  went  unto  the  chief  priests ;  15  And  said  unto  them, 
What  will  ye  give  me,  and  I  will  deliver  him  unto  you  ?  And 
they  covenanted  with  him  for  thirty  pieces  of  silver.  16  And 
from  that  time  he  sought  opportunity  to  betray  him.

§  146.  The  Potter's  Field  bought  with  the  price  of  Jesus. 

b.  c.  587.]  Zecb.  11.  13.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  me,  Cast 
it  unto  the  potter:  a  goodly  price  that  I  was  prized  at  of  them. 
And  I  took  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  and  cast  them  to  the  pot- 
ter in  the  house  of  the  Lord. 

a.  d.  29.]  Matt.  27.  3.  Then  Judas,  which  had  betrayed  him, 
when  he  saw  that  he  was  condemned,  repented  himself,  and 
brought  again  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver  to  the  chief  priests 
and  elders,  4  Saying,  I  have  sinned  in  that  1  have  betrayed 
the  innocent  blood.  And  they  said,  What  is  that  to  us?  see 
thou  to  that.  5  And  he  cast  down  the  pieces  of  silver  in  the 
temple,  and  departed,  and  went  and  hanged  himself.  6And 
the  chief  priests  took  the  silver  pieces,  and  said,  It  is  not  lawful 
for  to  put  them  into  the  treasury,  because  it  is  the  price  of 
blood.  7  And  they  took  counsel,  and  bought  with  them  the 
potter's  field  to  bury  strangers  in.  8  Wherefore  that  field  was 
called,  The  field  of  blood,  unto  this  day.  9  Then  was  fulfilled

against  Him. 

b.  c.  712.]  Isa.  53.  7.  He  was  oppressed,  and  he  was  afflicted, 
yet  he  opened  not  his  mouth :  he  is  brought  as  a  lamb  to  the 
slaughter,  and  as  a  sheep  before  her  shearers  is  dumb,  so  he 
openeth  not  his  mouth.  8  He  was  taken  from  prison  and  from 
judgment:  and  who  shall  declare  his  generation? 

a.  d.  29.]  Matt.  26.  57.  And  they  that  had  laid  hold  on  Je- 
sus led  him  away  to  Caiaphas  the  high  priest,  wThere  the  scribes 
and  the  elders  were  assembled.  b0  And  all  the  council  sought 
false  witness  against  Jesus,  to  put  him  to  death ;  60  But  found 
none:  yea,  though  many  false  witnesses  came,  yet  found  they 
none.  At  the  last  came  two  false  witnesses,  "And  said, 
This  fellow  said,  I  am  able  to  destroy  the  temple  of  God,  and 
to  build  it  in  three  days.  G2And  the  high  priest  arose,  and 
said  unto  him,  Answerest  thou  nothing  ?  what  is  it  which  these 
witness  against  thee?     63But  Jesus  held  his  peace. 

Matt.  27.  12.  And  when  he  was  accused  of  the  chief  priests 
and  elders,  he  answered  nothing.  13Then  said  Pilate  unto 
him,.  Hcarest  thou  not  how  many  things  they  witness  against 
thee?  14And  he  answered  him  to  never  a  word;  insomuch 
that  the  governor  marvelled  greatly. 

Luke  23.  8,    And  when  Herod  saw  Jesus,  he  was  exceeding 
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glad:  for  be  was  desirous  to  see  him  of  a  long  season,  because 
he  had  heard  many  things  of  him;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen 
some  miracle  done  by  him.  9  Then  he  questioned  with  him 
in  many  words :  but  he  answered  him  nothing. 

§  148.  He  was  Mocked  and  Scourged. 

A.  d.  29.]  Luke  23.  11.  And  Herod  with  his  men  of  war  set 
him  at  nought,  and  mocked  him,  and  arrayed  him  in  a  gor- 
geous robe,  and  sent  him  again  to  Pilate. 

Mark  15.  15.  And  so  Pilate,  willing  to  content  the  people, 
released  Barabbas  unto  them,  and  delivered  Jesus,  when  he 
had  scourged  him,  to  be  crucified.  16  And  the  soldiers  led  him 
away  into  the  hall  called  Pretorium  ;  and  they  called  together 
the  whole  band.  1TAnd  they  clothed  him  with  purple,  and 
platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  about  his  head,  18And 
began  to  salute  him,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews!  19And  they 
smote  him  on  the  head  with  a  reed,  and  did  spit  upon  him, 
and  bowing  their  knees,  worshipped,  him.  20  And  when  they 
had  mocked  him,  they  took  off  the  purple  from  him,  and  put 
his  own  clothes  on  him,  and  led  him  out  to  crucify  him. 

§  149.  He  was  Crucified. 

A.  t>.  29.]  Luke  23.  33.  And  when  they  were  come  to  the 
place  which  is  called  Calvary,  there  they  crucified  him,  and 
the  malefactors,  one  on  the  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  the 
left. 

§  150.  He  felt  Himself  Forsaken  of  God. 

A.  d.  29.]  Matt.  27.  46.  And  about  the  ninth  hour  Jesus 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Eli,  Eli,  lama  sabachthani  ? 
that  is  to  say,  My  God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou  forsaken  me? 

§  151.  He  toas  numbered  among  Transgressors, 

b.  c.  712.]  Isa.  53.  12.  And  he  was  numbered  with  the  trans- 
gressors; and  he  bare  the  sin  of  many,  and  made  intercession 
for  the  transgressors. 

Luke  22.  37.  For  I  say  unto  you,  that  this  that  is  written 
must  yet  be  accomplished  in  me,  And  he  was  reckoned  among 
the  transgressors:  for  the  things  concerning  me  have  an  end. 

Mark  15.  27.  And  with  him  they  crucify  two  thieves;  the 
one  on  his  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  his  left.  28And  the 
Scripture  was  fulfilled,  which  saith,  And  lie  was  numbered 
with  the  transgressors.

§  152.    Tliey  parted  His  Garments  among  them,  and 

cast  lots  for  his  Coat. 

b.  c.  10JfJf.~\  Psa.  22.  18.  They  part  my  garments  among 
them,  and  cast  lots  upon  my  vesture. 

a.  d.  29. ~\  John  19.  23.  Then  the  soldiers,  when  they  had 
crucified  Jesus,  took  his  garments,  and  made  four  parts,  to 
every  soldier  a  part;  and  also  his  coat:  now  the  coat  was 
without  seam,  wToven  from  the  top  throughout.  24They  said 
therefore  among  themselves,  Let  us  not  rend  it,  but  cast  lots 
for  it,  whose  it  shall  be:  that  the  Scripture  might  be  fulfilled, 
which  saith,  They  parted  my  raiment  among  them,  and  for 
my  vesture  they  did  cast  lots.  These  things  therefore  the 
soldiers  did. 

Matt.  27.  35.  And  they  crucified  him,  and  parted  his  gar- 
ments, casting  lots ;  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was 
spoken  by  the  prophet,  They  parted  my  garments  among 
them,  and  upon  my  vesture  did  they  cast  lots. 

§  153.    They  gave   Rim    Vinegar    to    drink,    mingled 

with  Gall. 

e.  c.  1015.]  Psa.  69.  21.  They  gave  me  also  gall  for  my 
meat;  and  in  my  thirst  they  gave  me  vinegar  to  drink. 

a.  d.  29.]  John  19.  28.  After  this,  Jesus  knowing  that  all 
things  were  now  accomplished,  that  the  scripture  might  be 
fulfilled,  saith,  I  thirst.  29  Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  full  of 
vinegar:  and  they  filled  a  sponge  with  vinegar,  and  put  it 
upon  hyssop,  and  put  it  to  his  mouth.  30  When  Jesus  there- 
fore had  received  the  vinegar,  he  said,  It  is  finished:  and  he 
bowed  his  head,  and  gave  up  the  ghost. 

§  154.   They  reviled  and  mocked  Him  for  trusting  in 

God. 

a.  d.  1060.]  Psa.  109.  25.  I  became  also  a  reproach  unto 
them:  when  they  looked  upon  me  they  shaked  their  heads. 

b.  c.  1044-]  Psa-  22.  7.  All  they  that  see  me  laugh  me  to 
scorn :  they  shoot  out  the  lip,  they  shake  the  head,  saying, 
8  He  trusted  on  the  Lord  that  he  would  deliver  him :  let  him 
deliver  him,  seeing  he  delighted  in  him. 

a.  d.  29.]  Matt*  27.  39.  And  they  that  passed  by  reviled 
him,  wagging  their  heads,  40And  saying,  Thou  that  de- 
stroyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  thy- 
self. If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  come  down  from  the  cross. 
41  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  him,  with  the  scribes 
and  elders,  said,  42  He  saved  others ;  himself  he  cannot  save. 
If  he  be  the  King  of  Israel,  let  him  now  come  down  from  the 
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cross,  and  we  will  believe  him.  43  He  trusted  in  God;  let 
him  deliver  him  now,  if  he  will  have  him:  for  he  said,  I  am 
the  Son  of  God.

b.  c.  587.]  Zech.  12.  10.  And  I  will  pour  upon  the  house  of 
David,  and  upon  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  the  spirit  of 
grace  and  of  supplications:  and  they  shall  look  upon  me 
whom  they  have  pierced,  and  they  shall  mourn  for  him,  as 
one  mourneth  for  his  only  son,  and  shall  be  in  bitterness  for 
him,  as  one  that  is  in  bitterness  for  his  firstborn. 

a.  d.  29.]  John  19.  34.  But  one  of  the  soldiers  with  a  spear 
pierced  his  side,  and  forthwith  came  thereout  blood  and 
water.

And  he  made  his  grave  with  the 
wicked,  and  with  the  rich  in  his  death ;  because  he  had  done 
no  violence,  neither  was  any  deceit  in  his  mouth. 

a.  d.  29.]  Matt.  27.  57.  When  the  even  was  come,  there 
came  a  rich  man  of  Arimathea,  named  Joseph,  who  also  him- 
self was  Jesus's  disciple.  58  He  went  to  Pilate,  and  begged 
the  body  of  Jesus.  Then  Pilate  commanded  the  body  to  be 
delivered.  59And  when  Joseph  had  taken  the  body,  he 
wrapped  it  in  a  clean  linen  cloth,  60  And  laid  it  in  his  own 
new  tomb,  which  he  had  hewn  oat  in  the  rock:  and  he  rolled 
a  great  stone  to  the  door  of  the  sepulchre  and  departed. 

§  158.  He  arose  from  the  Dead  the  Third  Day. 

B.  c.  1044- ]  Psa.  16.  9.  Therefore  my  heart  is  glad,  and  my 
glory  rejoiceth :  my  flesh  also  shall  rest  in  hope.     10  For  thou 
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wilt  not  leave  my  soul  in  hell ;  neither  wilt  thou  suffer  thine 
Holy  One  to  see  corruption. 

a.  d.  29. ~\  Luke  24.  1.  Now  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
very  early  in  the  morning,  they  came  unto  the  sepulchre,  bring- 
ing the  spices  which  they  had  prepared,  and  certain  others  with 
them.  2  And  they  found  the  stone  rolled  away  from  the  sepul- 
chre. 8  And  they  entered  in,  and  found  not  the  body  of  the  Lord 
Jesus.  4  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  were  much  perplexed 
thereabout,  behold,  two  men  stood  by  them  in  shining  gar- 
ments: 5And  as  they  were  afraid,  and  bowed  down  their 
faces  to  the  earth,  they  said  unto  them,  Why  seek  ye  the 
living  among  the  dead?

12  Then  arose  Peter,  and  ran  unto  the 
sepulchre;  and  stooping  down,  he  beheld  the  linen  clothes 
laid  by  themselves,  and  departed,  wondering  in  himself  at 
that  which  was  come  to  pass. 

§  159.  He  appeared  unto  His  Disciples  after  His  Res- 
urrection, and  ate  with  them. 

a.  d.  29.]  John  20.  11.  But  Mary  stood  without  at  the  sep- 
ulchre weeping:  and  as  she  wept,  she  stooped  down,  and 
looked  into  the  sepulchre,  12And  seeth  two  angels  in  white 
sitting,  the  one  at  the  head,  and  the  other  at  the  feet,  where 
the  body  of  Jesus  had  lain.  "And  they  say  unto  her,  Woman, 
why  weepest  thou  ?  She  saith  unto  them,  Because  they  have 
taken  away  my  Lord,  and  I  know  not  where  they  have  laid 
him.  14  And  when  she  had  thus  said,  she  turned  herself  back, 
and  saw  Jesus  standing,  and  knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus. 
15  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Woman,  why  weepest  thou  ?  whom 
seekest  thou  ?  She,  supposing  him  to  be  the  gardener,  saith 
unto  him,  Sir,  if  thou  have  borne  him  hence,  tell  me  where 
thou  hast  laid  him,  and  I  will  take  him  away.  16  Jesus  saith 
unto  her,  Mary.  She  turned  herself,  and  saith  unto  him, 
Kabboni;  which  is  to  say,  Master.  1T  Jesus  saith  unto  her, 
Touch  me  not;  for  I  am  not  yet  ascended  to  my  Father:  but 
go  to  my  brethren,  and  say  unto  them,  I  ascend  unto  my 
Father,  and  your  Father;  and  to  my  God,  and  your  God. 
18  Mary   Magdalene    came    and    told    the   disciples   that   she 
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had  seen  the  Lord,  and  that  he  had  spoken  these  things  nnto 
her. 

a.  d.  29. ~\  Luke  20.  13.  And,  behold,  two  of  them  went  that 
same  day  to  a  village  called  Emmaus,  which  was  from  Jerusa- 
lem about  threescore  furlongs.  ll  And  they  talked  together  of 
all  these  things  which  had  happened.  16  And  it  came  to  pass, 
that,  while  they  communed  together  and  reasoned,  Jesus  himself 
drew  near,  and  went  with  them.  16  But  their  eyes  were 
holden  that  they  should  not  know  him.  17  And  he  said  unto 
them,  What  manner  of  communications  are  these  that  ye  have 
one  to  another,  as  ye  walk,  and  are  sad  ?  ]8  And  the  one  of 
them,  whose  name  was  Cleopas,  answering  said  unto  him,  Art 
thou  only  a  stranger  in  Jerusalem,  and  hast  not  known  the 
things  which  are  come  to  pass  there  in  these  days  ?

35  And  they  told  what  things  were 
done  in  the  way,  and  how  he  was  known  of  them  in  breaking  of 
bread.     36  And  as  they  thus  spake,  Jesus  himself  stood  in  the 
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midst  of  them,  and  saith  unto  them,  Peace  he  unto  you.  87  But 
they  were  terrified  and  affrighted,  and  supposed  that  they  had 
seen  a  spirit.  38  And  he  said  unto  them,  Why  are  ye  troubled  ? 
and  why  do  thoughts  arise  in  your  hearts  ?  s9  Behold  my 
hands  and  my  feet,  that  it  is  I  myself:  handle  me,  and  see; 
for  a  spirit  hath  jmt  flesh  and  bones,  as  ye  see  me  have. 
40  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  showed  them  his  hands 
and  his  feet..  41  And  while  they  yet  believed  not  for  joy,  and 
wondered,  he  said  unto  them,  Have  ye  here  any  meat  ?  42  And 
they  gave  him  a  piece  of  a  broiled  fish,  and  of  a  honeycomb. 
43  And  he  took  it,  and  did  eat  before  them.  44And  he  said 
unto  them,  These  are  the  words  which  I  spake  unto  you, 
while  I  was  yet  with  you,  that  all  things  must  be  fulfilled, 
which  were  written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  and  in  the  prophets, 
and  in  the  psalms,  concerning  me.  45  Then  opened  he  their 
understanding,  that  they  might  understand  the  Scriptures, 
46  And  said  unto  them,  Thus  it  is  written,  and  thus  it  be- 
hooved Christ  to  suffer,  and  to  rise  from  the  dead  the  third. 
day:  47  And  that  repentance  and  remission  of  sins  should  be 
preached  in  his  name  among  all  nations,  beginning  at  Jerusa- 
lem. 48  And  ye  are  witnesses  of  these  things.  49  And,  behold, 
I  send  the  promise  of  my  Father  upon  you:  but  tarry  ye  in  the 
city  of  Jerusalem,  until  ye  be  endued  with  power  from  on  high. 

a.  d.  29.]  John  20.  21.  Then  said  Jesus  to  them  again,  Peace 
he  unto  you:  as  my  Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you. 
22  And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  breathed  on  them,  and  saith  unto 
them,  Receive  ye  the  Holy  Ghost.  24  But  Thomas,  one  of  the 
twelve,  called  Didymus,  was  not  with  them  when  Jesus  came. 
25  The  other  disciples  therefore  said  unto  him,  We  have  seen 
the  Lord.  But  he  said  unto  them,  Except  I  shall  see  in  his 
hands  the  print  of  the  nails,  and  put  my  ringer  into  the  print 
of  the  nails,  and  thrust  my  hand  into  his  side,  I  will  not  be- 
lieve. 26  And  after  eight  days  again  his  disciples  were  within, 
and  Thomas  with  them:  then  came  Jesus,  the  doors  being 
shut,  and  stood  in  the  midst,  and  said,  Peace  he  unto  you. 
27  Then  saith  he  to  Thomas.  Reach  hither  thv  finger,  and  be- 
hold  my  hands;  and  reach  hither  thy  hand,  and  thrust  it 
into  my  side;  and  be  not  faithless,  but  believing.  28And 
Thomas  answered  and  said  unto  him,  My  Lord  and  my  God. 
29  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Thomas,  because  thou  hast  seen  me, 
thou  hast  believed:  blessed  are  they  that  have  not  seen,  and  yet 
have  believed. 

John  21.  1.  After  these  things  Jesus  showed  himself  again 
to  the  disciples  at  the  sea  of  Tiberias;  and  on  this  wise 
showed  he  himself.  2  There  were  together  Simon  Peter,  and 
Thomas  called  Didymus,  and  Nathanael  of  Cana  in  Galilee, 
and  the  sons  of  Zebedee,  and  two  other  of  his  disciples. 
3  Simon  Peter  saith  unto  them,  I  go  a  fishing.     They  say  unto 
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him,  We  also  go  with  thee.  They  went  forth,  and  entered 
into  a  ship  immediately ;  and  that  night  they  caught  noth- 
ing. 4  But  when  the  morning  was  now  come,  Jesus  stood  on 
the  shore;  but  the  disciples  knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus. 
6  Then  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Children,  have  ye  any  meat? 
They  answered  him,  No.  6  And  he  said  unto  them,  Cast 
the  net  on  the  right  side  of  the  ship,  and  ye  shall  find.  They 
cast  therefore,  and  now  they  were  not  able  to  draw  it  for  the 
multitude  of  fishes.  7  Therefore  that  disciple  whom  Jesus 
loved  saith  unto  Peter,  It  is  the  Lord.  Now  when  Simon 
Peter  heard  that  it  was  the  Lord,  he  girt  his  fishers'  coat  unto 
him,  (for  he  was  naked,)  and  did  cast  himself  into  the  sea. 
8  And  the  other  disciples  came  in  a  little  ship,  (for  they  were 
not  far  from  land,  but  as  it  were  two  hundred  cubits,)  drag- 
ging the  net  with  fishes.  9  As  soon  then  as  they  were  come 
to  land,  they  saw  a  fire  of  coals  there,  and  fish  laid  thereon, 
and  bread.  I0  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Bring  of  the  fish  which 
ye  have  now  caught.  u  Simon  Peter  went  up,  and  drew  the 
net  to  land  full  of  great  fishes,  a  hundred  and  fifty  and 
three :  and  for  all  there  were  so  many,  yet  was  not  the  net 
broken.  I2  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Come  and  dine.  And  none 
of  the  disciples  durst  ask  him,  Who  art  thou?  knowing 
that  it  was  the  Lord.  %13  Jesus  then  cometh,  and  taketh 
bread,  and  giveth  them,  and  fish  likewise.  14  This  is  now 
the  third  time  that  Jesus  showed  himself  to  his  disciples, 
after  that  he  was  risen  from  the  dead.  15  So  when  they 
had  dined,  Jesus  saith  to  Simon  Peter,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas, 
lovest  thou  me  more  than  these  ?  He  saith  unto  him,  Yea, 
Lord;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  He  saith  unto  him, 
Feed  my  lambs.  16  He  saith  to  him  again  the  second  time, 
Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me  ?  He  saith  unto  him,  Yea, 
Lord;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  He  saith  unto  him, 
Feed  my  sheep.  "  He  saith  unto  him  the  third  time,  Simon, 
son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me  ?  Peter  was  grieved  because  he 
said  unto  him  the  third  time,  Lovest  thou  me  ?  And  he  said 
unto  him,  Lord,  thou  knowest  all  things ;  thou  knowest  that 
I  love  thee.  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Feed  my  sheep.  18  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  When  thou  wast  young,  thou  girdedst 
thyself,  and  walkedst  whither  thou  wouldest:  but  when  thou 
shalt  be  old,  thou  shalt  stretch  forth  thy  hands,  and  another 
shall  gird  thee,  and  carry  thee  whither  thou  wouldest  not. 
19  This  spake  he,  signifying  by  what  death  he  should  glorify 
God.  And  when  he  had  spoken  this,  he  saith  unto  him,  Fol- 
low me.  20  Then  Peter,  turning  about,  seeth  the  disciple 
whom  Jesus  loved  following ;  which  also  leaned  on  his  breast 
at  supper,  and  said,  Lord,  which  is  he  that  betrayeth  thee? 
21  Peter  seeing  him  saith  to  Jesus,  Lord,  and  what  shall  this 
man  do?     22  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till 
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I  come,  what  is  that  to  thee  ?  follow  thou  me.  20  Then  went 
this  saying  abroad  among  the  brethren,  that  that  disciple 
should  not  die:  yet  Jesus  said  not  unto  him,  He  shall  not  die ; 
but,  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  that  to  thee  ? 

§  160.  He  was  carried  up  into  Heaven. 

a.  d.  29.]  Luke  24.  50.  And  he  led  them  out  as  far  as  to 
Bethany,  and  he  lifted  up  his  hands,  and  blessed  them.  B1  And 
it  came  to  pass,  while  he  blessed  them,  he  was  parted  from 
them,  and  carried  up  into  heaven. 

Mark  16.  19.  So  then,  after  the  Lord  had  spoken  unto  them, 
he  was  received  up  into  heaven,  and  sat  on  the  right  hand 
of  God. 

Acts  1.  9.  And  when  he  had  spoken  these  things,  while 
they  beheld,  he  was  taken  up ;  and  a  cloud  received  him  out 
of  their  sight.

And  the  angel  said  unto  her,  Fear  not, 
Mary:  for  thou  hast  found  favour  with  God.  31And,  behold, 
thou  shalt  conceive  in  thy  womb,  and  bring  forth  a  son,  and 
shalt  call  his  name  Jesus.  32  He  shall  be  great,  and  shall  be 
called  the  Son  of  the  Highest;  and  the  Lord  God  shall  give 
unto  him  the  throne  of  his  father  David.

The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  God  is  upon 
me ;  because  the  Lord  hath  anointed  me  to  preach  good  tid- 
ings unto  the  meek ;  he  hath  sent  me  to  bind  up  the  broken- 
hearted, to  proclaim  liberty  to  the  captives,  and  the  opening 
of  the  prison  to  them  that  are  bound ;  2  To  proclaim  the  ac- 
ceptable year  of  the  Lord,  and  the  day  of  vengeance  of  our

A.  d.  29.]  John  15.  26.  But  when  the  Comforter  is  come, 
whom  I  will  send  unto  you  from  the  Father,  even  the  Spirit 
of  truth,  which  proceedeth  from  the  Father,  he  shall  testify 
of  me. 

a.  d.  30.]  Acts  5.  32.  And  we  are  his  witnesses  of  these 
things;  and  so  is  also  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom  God  hath  given 
to  them  that  obey  him. 

a.  d.  58.]  Rom.  1.  4.   And  declared  to  oe  the  Son   of  God 
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with  power,  according  to  the  Spirit  of  holiness,  by  the  resur- 
rection from  the  dead.

Then  fourteen  years  after,  I  went  up  again  to 
Jerusalem  with  Barnabas,  and  took  Titus  with  me  also.  2  And 
I  went  up  by  revelation,  and  communicated  unto  them  that 
gospel  which  I  preach  among  the  Gentiles.  6  For  they  who 
seemed  to  oe  somewhat  in  conference  added  nothing  to  me: 
T  But  contrariwise,  when  they  saw  that  the  gospel  of  the  un- 
circumcision  was  committed  unto  me,  as  the  gospel  of  the  cir- 
cumcision was  unto  Peter.  8  (For  he  that  wrought  effectually 
in  Peter  to  the  apostleship  of  the  circumcision,  the  same  was 
mighty  in  me  toward  the  Gentiles.) 

But  as  it  is  written,  Eye  hath  not 
seen,  nor  ear  heard,  neither  have  entered  into  the  heart  of 
man,  the  things  which  God  hath  prepared  for  them  that  love 
him.

As  they  ministered  to  the  Lord,  and 
fasted,  the  Holy  Ghost  said,  Separate  me  Barnabas  and  Saul 
for  the  work  whereunto  I  have  called  them.  4  So  they,  being 
sent  forth  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  departed  unto  Seleucia;  and 
from  thence  they  sailed  to  Cyprus. 

a.  d.  53.]  Acts  16.  6.  Now  when  they  had  gone  throughout 
Phrygia  and  the  region  of  Galatia,  and  were  forbidden  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  to  preach  the  word  in  Asia,  7  After  they  were 
come  to  Mysia,  they  assayed  to  go  into  Bithynia:  but  the 
Spirit  suffered  them  not.  8  And  they  passing  by  Mysia  came 
down  to  Troas.  9  And  a  vision  appeared  to  Paul  in  the  night ; 
There  stood  a  man  of  Macedonia,  and  prayed  him,  saying, 
Come  over  into  Macedonia,  and  help  us.  10  And  after  he  had 
seen  the  vision,  immediately  we  endeavoured  to  go  into  Mace- 
donia, assuredly  gathering  that  the  Lord  had  called  us  for 
to  preach  the  gospel  unto  them. 

a.  d.  59.]  Acts  19.  21.  After  these  things  were  ended,  Paul 
purposed  in  the  spirit,  when  he  had  passed  through  Macedo- 
nia and  Achaia,  to  go  to  Jerusalem,  saying,  After  I  have  been 
there,  I  must  also  see  Rome. 

a.  d.  60.]  Acts  20.  22.  And  now,  behold,  I  go  bound  in  the 
spirit  unto  Jerusalem,  not  knowing  the  things  that  shall  be- 
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fall  me  there:     23  Save   that  the  Holy   Ghost  witnesseth  in 
every  city,  saying  that  bonds  and  afflictions  abide  me. 

§  244.  The  Holy  Spirit  is  Given  to  all  Disciples. 

a.  D.  29.]  Acts  2.  4.  And  they  were  all  filled  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  began  to  speak  with  other  tongues,  as  the  Spirit 
gave  them  utterance.  38Then  Peter  said  unto  them,  Repent, 
and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
for  the  remission  of  sins,  and*ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  39  For  the  promise  is  unto  you,  and  to  your 
children,  and  to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even  as  many  as  the  Lord 
our  God  shall  call. 

Acts  4.  31.  And  when  they  had  prayed,  the  place  was 
shaken  where  they  were  assembled  together;  and  they  were 
all  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  they  spake  the  word  of 
God  with  boldness. 

a.  d.  32.]  Acts  8.  14.  Now  when  the  apostles  which  were 
at  Jerusalem  heard  that  Samaria  had  received  the  word  oi 
God,  they  sent  unto  them  Peter  and  John:  15  Who,  when 
they  were  come  down,  prayed  for  them,  that  they  might  re- 
ceive the  Holy  Ghost :  16  For  as  yet  he  was  fallen  upon  none 
of  them:  only  they  were  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus.  "  Then  laid  they  their  hands  on  them,  and  they  re- 
ceived the  Holy  Ghost. 

Acts  10.  44.  While  Peter  yet  spake  these  words,  the  Holy 
Ghost  fell  on  all  them  which  heard  the  word.  45  And  they 
of  the  circumcision  which  believed  were  astonished,  as  many 
as  came  with  Peter,  because  that  on  the  Gentiles  also  was 
poured  out  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  4G  For  they  heard 
them  speak  with  tongues,  and  magnify  God.  Then  an- 
swered Peter,  47  Can  any  man  forbid  water,  that  these  should 
not  be  baptized,  which  have  received  the  Holy  Ghost  as  well 
as  we  ? 

a.  d.  Jf2.]  Acts  11.  15.  And  as  I  began  to  speak,  the  Holy 
Ghost  fell  on  them,  as  on  us  at  the  beginning.  16  Then  re- 
membered I  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  that  he  said,  John  in- 
deed baptized  with  water;  but  ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the 
Holy  Ghost, 

a.  d.  Jf3.]  Acts  11.  22.  And  they  sent  forth  Barnabas,  that 
he  should  go  as  far  as  Antioch.  24For  he  was  a  good  man, 
and  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  faith :  and  much  people  was 
added  unto  the  Lord. 

a.  d.  52.]  Gal.  4.  6.  And  because  ye  are  sons,  God  hath 
sent  forth  the  Spirit  of  his  Son  into  your  hearts,  crying,  Abba, 
Father.

In  the  year  that  king  Uzziah  died  I 
saw  also  the  Lord  sitting  upon  a  throne,  high  and  lifted  up, 
and  his  train  filled  the  temple.  2  Above  it  stood  the  seraphim  : 
each  one  had  six  wings;  with  twain  he  covered  his  face,  and 
with  twain  he  covered  his  feet,  and  with  twain  he  did  fly. 
3  And  one  cried  unto  another,  and  said,  Holy,  holy,  holy,  is 
the  Lord  of  hosts:  the  whole  earth  is  full  of  his  glory. 

b.  c.  555.]  Dan.  7.  9.  I  beheld  till  the  thrones  were  cast 
Sown,  and  the  Ancient  of  days  did  sit,  whose  garment  was 
white  as  snow,  and  the  hair  of  his  head  like  the  pure  wool :

cape to  the  mountain,  lest  thou  be  consumed.

The  revelation  of  Jesus  Christ,  which 
God  gave  unto  him,  to  show  unto  his  servants  things  which 
must  shortly  come  to  pass ;  and  he  sent  and  signified  it  by  his 
angel  unto  his  servant  John. 

Rev.  17.  6.  And  I  saw  the  woman  drunken  with  the  blood 
of  the  saints,  and  with  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  of  Jesus:  and 
when  I  saw  her,  I  wondered  with  great  admiration.  7  And  the 
angel  said  unto  me,  "Wherefore  didst  thou  marvel  ?  I  will  tell 
thee  the  mystery  of  the  woman,  and  of  the  beast  that  carrieth 
her,  which  hath  the  seven  heads  and  ten  horns. 

Rev.  21.  9.  And  there  came  unto  me  one  of  the  seven  angels 
which  had  the  seven  vials  full  of  the  seven  last  plagues,  and 
talked  with  me,  saying,  Come  hither,  I  will  showT  thee  the 
bride,  the  Lamb's  wife. 

Rev.  22.  6.  And  he  said  unto  me,  These  sayings  are  faithful 
and  true :  and  the  Lord  God  of  the  holy  prophets  sent  his 
angel  to  show  unto  his  servants  the  things  which  must  shortly

And  when  I  had  heard  and  seen,  I  fell  down  to  worship  before 
the  feet  of  the  angel  which  showed  me  these  things.

b.  c.  1911.1  Gen.  16.  7.  And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  found 
her  by  a  fountain  of  water  in  the  wilderness,  by  the  fountain 
in  the  way  to  Shur.  8  And  he  said,  Hagar,  Sarai's  maid, 
whence  earnest  thou  ?  and  whither  wilt  thou  go  ?  And  she 
said,  I  flee  from  the  face  of  my  mistress  Sarai.  "And  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  said  unto  her,  Return  to  thy  mistress,  and 
submit  thyself  under  her  hands.  10  And  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
said  unto  her,  I  will  multiply  thy  seed  exceedingly,  that  it 
shall  not  be  numbered  for  multitude.  "  And  the  angel  of  the 
Lord  said  unto  her,  Behold,  thou  art  with  child,  and  shalt 
bear  a  son,  and  shalt  call  his  name  Ishmael;  because  the  Lord 
hath  heard  thy  affliction.  12  And  he  will  be  a  wild  man ;  his 
hand  will  be  against  every  man,  and  every  man's  hand  against 
him:  and  he  shall  dwell  in  the  presence  of  all  his  brethren.

13But  the  angel  said  unto  him,  Fear  not,  Zacha- 
rias :  for  thy  prayer  is  heard ;  and  thy  wife  Elisabeth  shall 
bear  thee  a  son,  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name  John.  "And 
thou  'shalt  have  joy  and  gladness ;  and  many  shall  rejoice  at 
his  birth.  15For  he  shall  be  great  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord, 
and  shall  drink  neither  wine  nor  strong  drink;  and  he  shall 
be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  even  from  his  mother's  womb. 
16  And  many  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall  he  turn  to  the  Lord 
their  God.  17And  he  shall  go  before  him  in  the  spirit  and 
power  of  Elias,  to  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  chil- 
dren, and  the  disobedient  to  the  wisdom  of  the  just;  to  make 
ready  a  people  prepared  for  the  Lord.

b.  c.  1897.]  Gen.  18.  1.  And  the  Lord  appeared  unto  him 
in  the  plains  of  Manire :  and  he  sat  in  the  tent  door  in  the 
heat  of  the  day;  "  And  he  lifted  up  his  eyes  and  looked,  and, 
lo,  three  men  stood  by  him :  and  when  he  saw  them,  he  ran 
to  meet  them  from  the  tent  door,  and  bowed  himself  toward 
the  ground,  3  And  said,  My  Lord,  if  now  I  have  found  favour 
in  thy  sight,  pass  not  away,  I  pray  thee,  from  thy  servant : 
4  Let  a  little  water,  I  pray  you,  be  fetched,  and  wash  your 
feet,  and  rest  yourselves  under  the  tree :  5  And  I  will  fetch  a 
morsel  of  bread,  and  comfort  ye  your  hearts ;  after  that  ye 
shall  pass  on:  for  therefore  are  ye  come  to  your  servant.  And 
they  said,  So  do,  as  thou  hast  said.  6  And  Abraham  hastened 
into  the  tent  unto  Sarah,  and  said.  Make  ready  quickly  three 
measures  of  fine  meal,  knead  it,  and  make  cakes  upon  the 
hearth.  7  And  Abraham  ran  unto  the  herd,  and  fetched  a 
calf  tender  and  good,  and  gave  it  unto  a  young  man ;  and  he

face  toward  the  ground;  2And  he  said,  Behold  now,  my 
lords,  turn  in,  I  pray  you,  into  your  servant's  house,  and  tarry 
all  night,  and  wash  your  feet,  and  ye  shall  rise  up  early,  and 
go  on  your  ways.  And  they  said,  Nay ;  but  we  will  abide  in 
the  street  all  night.  3  And  he  pressed  upon  them  greatly; 
and  they  turned  in  unto  him,  and  entered  into  bis  house :  and 
he  made  them  a  feast,  and  did  bake  unleavened  breaa,  and 
they  did  eat. 

§  263.  Angels  are  not  to  be  Worshipped. 

a.  d.  62.]  Col.  2. 18.  Let  no  man  beguile  you  of  your  reward 
in  a  voluntary  humility  and  worshipping  of  angels,  intruding 
into  those  things  which  he  hath  not  seen,  vainly  puffed  up  by 
his  fleshly  mind. 

A.  d.  96.]  Kev.  19.  10.  And  I  fell  at  his  feet  to  worship  him. 
And  he  said  unto  me,  See  thou  do  it  not:  I  am  thy  fellow 
servant,  and  of  thy  brethren  that  have  the  testimony  of  Jesus: 
worship  God :  for  the  testimony  of  Jesus  is  the  spirit  of 
prophecy. 

Rev.  22.  8.  And  I  John  saw  these  things,  and  heard  them. 
And  when  I  had  heard  and  seen,  I  fell  down  to  worship  be- 
fore the  feet  of  the  angel-  which  showed  me  these  things. 
9  Then  saith  he  unto  me,  See  tlwu  do  it  not :  for  I  am  thy  fel- 
low servant,  and  of  thy  brethren  the  prophets,  and  of  them 
which  keep  the  sayings  of  this  book:  worship  God. 

§  264.    Angels  foretold  the   birth    of  Christ,    and  an- 
nounced the  event. 

b.  c.  5.]  Luke  1.  26.  And  in  the  sixth  month  the  angel 
Gabriel  was  sent  from  God  unto  a  city  of  Galilee  named  Naz- 
areth, 27  To  a  virgin  espoused  to  a  man  whose  name  was  Jo- 
seph, of  the  house  of  David ;  and  the  virgin's  name  teas  Mary. 
2a  And  the  angel  came  in  unto  her,  and  said,  Hail,  thou  that  art 
highly  favoured,  the  Lord  is  with  thee  :  blessed  art  thou 
among  women.  29  And  when  she  saw  him,  she  was  troubled 
at  his  saying,  and  cast  in  her  mind  what  manner  of  salutation 
this  should  be.  30And  the  angel  said  unto  her,  Fear  not, 
Mary:  for  thou  hast  found  favour  with  God.  S1  And,  behold, 
thou  shalt,  conceive  in  thy  womb,  and  bring  forth  a  son,  and 
shalt  call  his  name  JESUS.     32  He  shall  be  great,  and  shall  be

10  And  the  angel  said  unto  them,  Fear  not :  for,  behold,  I  bring 
you  good  tidings  of  great  joy,  which  shall  be  to  all  people.  "  For 
unto  you  is  born  this  day  in  the  city  of  David  a  Saviour,  which 
is  Christ  the  Lord.

Then  saith  Jesus  unto  him,  Get  thee 
hence,  Satan:  for  it  is  written,  Thou  shalt  worship  the  Lord 
thy  God,  and  him  only  shalt  thou  serve.  "  Then  the  devil 
leave th  him,  and,  behold,  angels  came  and  ministered  unto 
him. 

A.  d.  29. ~\  Luke  22.  41.  And  he  was  withdrawn  from  them 
about  a  stone's  cast,  and  kneeled  down,  and  prayed,  42  Say- 
ing, Father,  if  thou  be  willing,  remove  this  cup  from  me: 
nevertheless,  not  my  will,  but  thine,  be  done.  43  And  there 
appeared  an  angel  unto  him  from  heaven,  strengthening  him. 
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§  266.  Angels  rolled  away  the  stone  from  the  sepulchre 
and  announced  the  Resurrection  of  Christ. 

A.  d.  29. ~\  Matt.  28.  1.  In  the  end  of  the  sabbath,  as  it  began 
to  dawn  toward  the  first  day  of  the  week,  came  Mary  Mag- 
dalene and  the  other  Mary  to  see  the  sepulchre.  2  And,  be- 
hold, there  was  a  great  earthquake :  for  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
descended  from  heaven,  and  came  and  rolled  back  the  stone 
from  the  door,  and  sat  upon  it.  3  His  countenance  was  like 
lightning,  and  his  raiment  white  as  snow :  4  And  for  fear  of 
him  the  keepers  did  shake,  and  became  as  dead  men.  B  And 
the  angel  answered  and  said  unto  the  women,  Fear  not  ye:

And  when  he  had  spoken  these  things, 
while  they  beheld,  he  was  taken  up ;  and  a  cloud  received 
him  out  of  their  sight.  10  And  while  they  looked  steadfastly 
toward  heaven  as  he  went  up,  behold,  two  men  stood  by  them 
in  white  apparel;  "Which  also  said,  Ye  men  of  Galilee,  why 
stand  ye  gazing  up  into  heaven?  this  same  Jesus,  which  is 
taken  up  from  you  into  heaven,  shall  so  come  in  like  manner 
as  ye  have  seen  him  go  into  heaven. 

§  268.  Angels  worship  Christ  and  are  subject  to  Sim. 

A.  d.  60.]  1  Pet.  3.  22.  Who  is  gone  into  heaven,  and  is  on 
the  right  hand  of  God ;  angels  and  authorities  and  powers  be- 
ing made  subject  unto  him. 

A.  d.  63.]  Heb.  1.  4.  Being  made  so  much  better  than  the 
angels,  as  he  hath  by  inheritance  obtained  a  more  excellent 
name  than  they. 

a.  d.  96.]  Kev.  5.  11.  And  I  beheld,  and  I  heard  the  voice 
of  many  angels  round  about  the  throne,,  and  the  beasts,  and 
the  elders:  and  the  number  of  them  was  ten  thousand  times 
ten  thousand,  and  thousands  of  thousands ;  a2  Saying  with  a 
loud  voice,  Worthy  is  the  Lamb  that  was  slain  to  receive  pow- 
er, and  riches,  and  wisdom,  and  strength,  and  honour,  and 
glory,  and  blessing.  13  And  every  creature  which  is  in  heaven, 
and  on  the  earth,  and  under  the  earth,  and  such  as  are  in  the

and  the  reapers  are  the  angels.  40As  therefore  the  tares  are 
gathered  arid  burned  in  the  fire ;  so  shall  it  be  in  the  end  of 
this  world.  41  The  Son  of  man  shall  send  forth  his  angels,  and 
they  shall  gather  out  of  his  kingdom  all  things  that  offend, 
and  them  which  do  iniquity ;  42  And  shall  cast  them  into  a 
furnace  of  fire:  there  shall  be  wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 
49  So  shall  it  be  at  the  end  of  the  world:  the  angels  shall 
come  forth,  and  sever  the  wicked  from  among  the  just. 

Matt.  16.  27.  For  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  the  glory 
of  his  Father  with  his  angels ;  and  then  he  shall  reward 
every  man  according  to  his  works.  28  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
There  be  some  standing  here,  which  shall  not  taste  of  death, 
till  they  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in  his  kingdom. 

a.  d.  29.]  Matt.  24.  31.  And  he  shall  send  his  angels  with  a 
great  sound  of  a  trumpet,  and  they  shall  gather  together  his 
elect  from  the  four  winds,  from  one  end  of  heaven  to  the 
other. 

Matt.  25.  31.  When  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  his  glory, 
and  all  the  holy  angels  with  him,  then  shall  he  sit  upon  the 
throne  of  his  glory.  S2  And  before  him  shall  be  gathered  all 
nations:  and  he  shall  separate  them  one  from  another,  as  a 
shepherd  divideth  Ms  sheep  from  the  goats. 

a.  d.  52.]  1  Thess.  4.  16.  For  the  Lord  himself  shall  descend 
from  heaven  with  a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangel, 
and  with  the  trump  of  God :  and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise 
first. 

2  Thess.  1.  6.  Seeing  it  is  a  righteous  thing  with  God  to 
recompense  tribulation  to  them  that  trouble  you ;  7  And  to 
you  who  are  troubled  rest  with  us,  when  the  Lord  Jesus  shall 
be  revealed  from  heaven  with  his  mighty  angels.

CHAPTER    V. 

DEVILS. 

§  270.  They  were  Angels,  but  they  sinned  against  God 
and  were  cast  from  Heaven  into  the  World  and  down 
to  Hell. 

a.  d.  28.]  Luke  10.  18.  And  he  said  unto  them,  I  beheld 
Satan  as  lightning  fall  from  heaven. 

A  d.  29.]  John  8.  44.  Ye  are  of  your  father  the  devil,  and 
the  lusts  of  your  father  ye  will  do :  he  was  a  murderer  from 
the  beginning,  and  abode  not  in  the  truth,  because  there  is 
no  truth  in  him.  When  he  speaketh  a  lie  he  speaketh  of  his 
own :  for  he  is  a  liar,  and  the  father  of  it. 

a.  d.  60.]  2  Peter  2.  4.  God  spared  not  the  angels  that 
sinned,  but  cast  them  down  to  hell,  and  delivered  them  into 
chains  of  darkness,  to  be  reserved  unto  judgment. 

a.  d.  65.]  Jude  6.  And  the  angels  which  kept  not  their 
first  estate,  but  left  their  own  habitation,  he  hath  reserved  in 
everlasting  chains  under  darkness  unto  the  judgment  of  the 
great  day. 

a.  d.  96.]  Rev.  12.  9.  And  the  great  dragon  was  cast  out, 
that  old  serpent,  called  the  Devil,  and  Satan,  which  deceiveth 
the  whole  world:  he  was  cast  out  into  the  earth,  and  his  an- 
gels were  cast  out  with  him. 

§  271.  Satan  sometimes  appears  as  an  Angel  of  Light. 

a.  d.  57.]  2  Cor.  11.  13.  For  such  are  false  apostles,  deceit- 
ful workers,  transforming  themselves  into  the  apostles  of 
Christ.  14  And  no  marvel ;  for  Satan  himself  is  transformed 
into  an  angel  of  light.  15  Therefore  it  is  no  great  thing  if  his 
ministers  also  be  transformed  as  the  ministers  of  righteous- 
ness ;  whose  end  shall  be  according  to  their  works. 

§  272.  Satan  is  the,  instigator  of  all  wickedness, 

a.  d.  28.]  Matt.  13.  38.  The  field  is  the  world ;  the  good 
seed  are  the  children  of  the  kingdom;  but  the  tares  are  the 
children  of  the  wicked  one;  39  The  enemy  that  sowed  them  is 
the  devil ;  the  harvest  is  the  end  of  the  world ;  and  the  reap- 
ers are  the  angels. 

a.  d.  29.]  John  8.  44.  Ye  are  of  your  father  the  devil,  and 
the  lusts  of  your  father  ye  will  do:  he  was  a  murderer  from 
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the  beginning,  and  abode  not  in  the  truth,  because  there  is 
no  truth  in  hira.

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Christ  shall  rise  first:  17  Then  we  which  are  alive  and  remain 
shall  be  caught  up  together  with  them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet 
the  Lord  in  the  air:  and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord.

But  some  man  will  say,  How  are 
the  dead  raised  up?  and  with  what  body  do  they  come? 
36  Thou  fool,  that  which  thou  sowest  is  not  quickened,  except 
it  die:  37  And  that  which  thou  sowest,  thou  sowest  not  that 
body  that  shall  be,  but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance  of  wheat, 
or  of  some  other  grain  :  38  But  God  giveth  it  a  body  as  it  hath 
pleased  him,  and  to  every  seed  his  own  body.  3a  All  flesh  is 
not  the  same  flesh :  but  there  is  one  kind  of  flesh  of  men, 
another  flesh  of  beasts,  another  of  fishes,  and  another  of  birds. 
40  There  are  also  celestial  bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial :  but 
the  glory  of  the  celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terres- 
trial is  another.

45And  so  it  is  written, 
The  first  man  Adam  was  made  a  living  soul;  the  last  Adam 
was  made  a  quickening  spirit.  46  Howbeit  that  was  not  first 
which  is  spiritual,  but  that  which  is  natural ;  and  afterward 
that  which  is  spiritual.  47  The  first  man  is  of  the  earth, 
earthy :  the  second  man  is  the  Lord  from  heaven.  48  As  is  the 
earthy,  such  are  they  also  that  are  earthy :  and  as  is  the 
heavenly,  such  are  they  also  that  are  heavenly.  49  And  as  we 
have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we  shall  also  bear  the 
image  of  the  heavenly.  50  Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh 
and  blood  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God ;  neither  doth 
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corruption  inherit  incorruption.  61  Behold,  I  show  you  a  mys- 
tery; We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be  changed, 
52  In  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump  : 
for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  in- 
corruptible, and  we  shall  be  changed.  63  For  this  corrupt- 
ible must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put  on  im- 
mortality. 54  So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incor- 
ruption, and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality,  then 
shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is 
swallowed  up  in  victory.  65  0  death,  where  is  thy  sting  ?  O 
grave,  where  is  thy  victory?  50The  sting  of  death  is  sin ;  and 
the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law.  67  But  thanks  oe  to  God,  which 
giveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

Christ :  21  "Who  shall  change  our  vile  body,  that  it  may  be 
fashioned  like  unto  his  glorious  body,  according  to  the  work- 
ins-;  wherebvhe  is  able  even  to  subdue  all  things  unto  himself. 
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§  286.  TJie  body  of  Christ,  after  his  resurrection,  was  of 
flesh  and  bone  ;  but  was  not  subject  to  the  laws  lohich 
control  the  natural  body. 

A.  d.  29.]  Luke  24.  31.  And  their  eyes  were  opened,  and 
they  knew  him;  and  he  vanished  out  of  their  sight. 

John  20.  19.  Then  the  same  day  at  evening,  being  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  when  the  doors  were  shut  where  the  disci- 
ples were  assembled  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  came  Jesus  and 
stood  in  the  midst,  and  saith  unto  them,  Peace  be  unto  you.

The  field  is  the  world;  the  good  ' 
seed  are  the  children  of  the  kingdom ;  but  the  tares  are  the 
children  of  the  wicked  one  ;  39  The  enemy  that  sowed  them  is 
the  devil ;  the  harvest  is  the  end  of  the  world ;  and  the  reap- 
ers are  the  angels.  40  As  therefore  the  tares  are  gathered  and 
burned  in  the  fire  ;  so  shall  it  be  in  the  end  of  this  world.  41  The 
Son  of  man  shall  send  forth  his  angels,  and  they  shall  gather 
out  of  his  kingdom  all  things  that  offend,  and  them  which  do 
iniquity;  42  And  shall  cast  them  into  a  furnace  of  fire:  there 
shall  be  wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth.

2  And  Paul,  as  his  manner  was,  went  in 
unto  them,  and  three  sabbath  days  reasoned  with  them  out  of 
the  Scriptures.  3  Opening  and  alleging,  that  Christ  must 
needs  have  suffered,  and  risen  again  from  the  dead;  and  that 
this  Jesus,  whom  I  preach  unto  you,  is  Christ. 

Acts  18.  1.  After  these  things  Paul  departed  from  Athens, 
and  came  to  Corinth.  4  And  he  reasoned  in  the  synagogue 
every  Sabbath,  and  persuaded  the  Jews  and  the  Greeks. 

§  345.  The  sabbath  was  made  for  man :  in  it  works  of 
mercy  and  of  necessity  are  to  be  done. 

a.  d.  27.]  Matt.  12.  1.  At  that  time  Jesus  went  on  the  sab- 
bath day  through  the  corn;  and  his  disciples  were  ahungered, 
and  began  to  pluck  the  ears  of  corn,  and  to  eat.  2  But  when 
the  Pharisees  saw  it,  they  said  unto  him,  Behold,  thy  disciples 
do  that  which  is  not  lawful  to  do  upon  the  sabbath  day. 

3  But  he  said  unto  them,  Have  ye  not  read  what  David  did, 
when    he   was    ahungered,    and   they   that    were    with    him; 

4  How  he  entered  into  the  house  of  God,  and  did  eat  the  show- 
bread,  which  was  not  lawful  for  him  to  eat,  neither  for  them 
which  were  with  him,  but  only  for  the  priests  ?  5  Or  have  ye 
not  read  in  the  law,  how  that  on  the  sabbath  days  the  priests 
in  the  temple  profane  the  sabbath,  and  are  blameless  ?  cBut 
I  say  unto  you,  That  in  this  place  is  one  greater  than  the  tem- 
ple. 7  But  if  ye  had  known  what  this  meaneth,  I  will  have 
mercy,  and  not  sacrifice,  ye  would  not  have  condemned  the 
guiltless.  8  For  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  even  of  the  sabbath 
day.  9  And  when  he  was  departed  thence,  he  went  into  their 
synagogue  ;    10  And,  behold,  there  was  a  man   which  had  his 
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hand  withered*  And  they  asked  him,  saying,  Is  it  lawful  to 
heal    on    the  sabbath   days  ?    that   they  might   accuse    him. 

11  And  he  said  unto  them,  What  man  shall  there  be  among 
you,  that  shall  have  one  sheep,  and  if  it  fall  into  a  pit  on  the 
sabbath  day,  will  he  not  lay  hold  on  it,  and  lift  it  out? 
18  How  much  then  is  a  man  better  than  a  sheep  ?  Wherefore  it 
is  lawful  to  do  well  on  the  sabbath  days.  1£>  Then  saith  he  to 
the  man,  Stretch  forth  thine  hand.  And  he  stretched  it  forth  : 
and  it  was  restored  whole,  like  as  the  other.  15  He  withdrew 
himself  from  thence:  and  great  multitudes  followed  him,  and 
he  healed  them  all. 

a.  ~d.29.]  Luke  13.  10.  And  he  was  teaching  in  one  of  the 
synagogues  on  the  sabbath.  "  And,  behold,  there  was  a 
woman  which  had  a  spirit  of  infirmity  eighteen  years,  and 
wTas  bowed   together,   and    could  in  no   wise  lift  up  herself. 

12  And  when  Jesus  saw  her,  he  called  her  to  him.  and  said  unto 
her,  Woman,  thou  art  loosed  from  thine  infirmity.  13  And  he 
laid  his  hands  on  her:  and  immediately  she  was  made  straight, 
and  glorified  God.  14  And  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue  an- 
swered with  indignation,  because  that  Jesus  had  healed  on 
the  sabbath  day.  15  The  Lord  then  answered  him,  and  said, 
Thou  hypocrite,  doth  not  each  one  of  you  on  the  sabbath 
day  loose  his  ox  of  7iis  ass  from  the  stall,  and  lead  him  away 
to  watering?  1C  And  ought  not  this  woman,  being  a  daugh- 
ter of  Abraham,  whom  Satan  hath  bound,  lo,  these  eighteen 
years,  be  loosed  from  this  bond  on  the  sabbath  day  ?  17  And 
when  he  had  said  these  things,  all  his  adversaries  were 
ashamed:  and  all  the  people  rejoiced  for  all  the  glorious 
things  that  were  done  by  him. 

Luke  14.  1.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  went  into  the  house 
of  one  of  the  chief  Pharisees  to  eat  bread  on  the  sabbath  day, 
that  they  watched  him.  2And,  behold,  there  was  a  certain 
man  before  him  which  had  the  dropsy.  3  And  Jesus  answering, 
spake  unto  the  lawyers  and  Pharisees,  saying,  is  it  lawful  to 
heal  on  the  sabbath  day?  4  And  they  held  their  peace.  And  he 
took  Mm,  and  healed  him,  and  let  him  go;  5And  answered 
them,  saying,  Which  of  you  shall  have  an  ass  or  an  ox  fallen  into 
a  pit,  and  will  not  straightway  pull  him  out  on  the  sabbath  day? 

a.  d.  29, ~\  'John  5.  5.  And  a  certain  man  was  there,  which 
had  an  infirmity  thirty  and  eight  years.  6When  Jesus  saw 
him  lie,  and  knew  that  he  had  been  now  a  long  time  in  tJiat 
case,  lie  saith  unto  him,  Wilt  thou  be  made  whole?  7  The  im- 
potent man  answered  him.  Sir,  I  have  no  man,  when  the  water  is 
troubled,  to  put  me  into  the  pool:  but  while  I  am  coming,  an- 
other steppeth  down  before  me.  8  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Rise, 
take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk.  9  And  immediately  the  man  was 
made  whole,  and  took  up  his  bed,  and  walked :  and  on  the 
same  day  was  the  sabbath.

Then  cometh  Jesus  from  Galilee  to 
Jordan  unto  John,  to  be  baptized  of  him.  14  But  John  for- 
bade him,  saying,  I  have  need  to  be  baptized  of  thee,  and 
comest  thou  to  me?  16  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  him, 
Suffer  it  to  be  so  now :  for  thus  it  becomeni  us  to  fulfil  all 
righteousness.     Then  he  suffered  him. 

A.  d.  60.]  1  Pet.  3.  21.  The  like  figure  whereunto  even  bap- 
tism doth  also  now  save  us,  (not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth 
of  the  flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  toward  God,) 
by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ. 

§  347.  Believers  must  be  Baptized  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost. 

A.  D.  27.]  John  3.  5.  Jesus  answered,  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit, 
he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

a.  d.  29.]  Matt.  $8.  18.  All  power  is  given  unto  me  in 
heaven  and  in  earth.  19  Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Mark  16,  16.  He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be 
saved :  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be  damned. 


§  348.  In  the  time  of  the  apostles  believers  were  Bap- 
tized.

And  as  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took 
bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  it  to  the  disci- 
ples, and  said,  Take,  eat :  this  is  my  body,  27  And  he  took 
the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them,  saying,  Drink 
ye  all  of  it ;  '28  For  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament,  which 
is  shed  for  many  for  the  remission  of  sins.

b.  c.  712.]  Isn.  58.  3.  Wherefore  have  we  fasted,  say  they,  and 
thou  seest  not  ?  wherefore  have  we  afflicted  our  soul,  and  thou 
takest  no  knowledge  ?  Behold,  in  the  day  of  your  fast  ye  find 
pleasure,  and  exact  all  your  labours.  4  Behold,  ye  fast  for 
strife  and  debate,  and  to  smite  with  the  fist  of  wickedness:  ye 
shall  not  fast  as  ye  do  this  day,  to  make  your  voice  to  be  heard 
on  high.

Ye  also,  as  lively  stones,  are  built 
up  a  spiritual  house,  a  holy  priesthood,  to  offer  up  spiritual 
sacrifices,  acceptable  to  God  by  Jesus  Christ.  9  But  ye  are  a 
chosen  generation,  a  royal  priesthood,  a  holy  nation,  a  peculiar 
people;  that  ye  should  show  forth  the  praises  of  him  who 
hath  called  you  out  of  darkness  into  his  marvellous  light.

20  Neither  pray  1  for  these  alone, 
but  for  them  also  which  shall  believe  on  me  through  their 
word.  21  That  they  all  may  be  one;  as  thou,  Father,  art  in 
me,  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be  one  in  us :  that  the 
world  may  believe  that  thou  hast  sent  me.  22  And  the  glory 
which  thou  gavest  me  I  have  given  them  ;  that  they  may  be 
one,  even  as  we  are  one.

8For  to  one  is  given  by  the  Spirit  the  word  of 
wisdom;  to  another  the  word  of  knowledge  by  the  same 
Spirit;  °  To  another  faith  by  the  same  Spirit ;  to  another  the 
gifts  of  healing  by  the  same  Spirit;  10  To  another  the  work- 
ing of  miracles ;  to  another  prophecy ;  to  another  discerning 
of  spirits;  to  another  divers  kinds  of  tongues;  to  another  the 
interpretation  of  tongues :  n  But  all  these  worketh  that  one 
and  the  selfsame  Spirit,  dividing  to  every  man  severally  as  he 
will.  12  For  as  the  body  is  one,  and  hath  many  members,  and 
all  the  members  of  that  one  body,  being  many,  are  one  body: 
so  also  is  Christ.  13For  by  one  Spirit  are  we  all  baptized  into 
one  body,  whether  we  ~be  Jews  or  Gentiles,  whether  we  ~be  bond 
or  free ;  and  have  been  all  made  to  drink  into  one  Spirit.

body ;  is  it  therefore  not  of  the  body  ?  "  If  the  whole  body 
were  an  eye,  where  were  the  hearing  ?

29  Are  all  apostles  ?  are  all 
prophets  ?  are  all  teachers  ?  are  all  workers  of  miracles  ?

Having  then  gifts  differing  according 
to  the  grace  that  is  given  to  us,  whether  prophecy,  let  us 
prophesy  according  to  the  proportion  of  faith;  7  Or  ministry, 
let  us  wait  on  our  ministering ;  or  he  that  teacheth,  on  teach- 
ing; 8  Or  he  that  exhorteth,  on  exhortation:  he  that  giveth, 
let  him  do  it  with  simplicity;  he  that  ruleth,  with  diligence;

3  And  when  they 
had  fasted  and  prayed,  and  laid  their  hands  on  them,  they 
sent  them  away.

but  his  father  icas  a  Greek:  2  Which  was  well  reported  of  by 
the  brethren  that  were  at  Lystra  and  Iconium.

§  435.  Suitable  persons  are  appointed  to  be  Elders  in  the 
Church  by  the  general  Superintendent. 

A.  D.  45.]  Acts  14.  23.  And  when  they  had  ordained  them 
elders  in  evety  church,  and  had  prayed  with  fasting,  they 
commended  them  to  the  Lord,  on  whom  they  believed. 
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A.  T>.  65.]  2  Tim.  2.  2.  And  the  things  that  thou  hast  heard 
of  me  among  many  witnesses,  the  same  commit  thou  to  faith- 
ful men,  who  shall  be  able  to  teach  others  also. 

Titus  1.  5.  For  this  cause  left  I  thee  iu  Crete,  that  thou 
shouldest  set  in  order  the  things  that  are  wanting,  and  ordain 
elders  in  every  city,  as  I  had  appointed  thee. 

§  436.  Personal  character  and  reputation  which  is  essen- 
tial in  an  Elder  or  Bishop. 

a.  d.  65.  ]  1  Tim.  3.  1.  This  is  a  true  saying,  If  a  man  de- 
sire the  office  of  a  bishop,  he  desireth  a  good  work.  2  A 
bishop  then  must  be  blameless,  the  husband  of  one  wife, 
vigilant,  sober,  of  good  behaviour,  given  to  hospitality,  apt  to 
teach;  3Not  given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not  greedy  of  filthy 
lucre ;  but  patient,  not  a  brawler,  not  covetous ;  4  One  that 
ruleth  well  his  own  house,  having  his  children  in  subjection 
with  all  gravity  ;  B  (For  if  a  man  know  not  how  to  rule  his 
own  house,  how  shall  he  take  care  of  the  church  of  God  ?) 
6  Not  a  novice,  lest  being  lifted  up  with  pride  he  fall  into  the 
condemnation  of  the  devil.  7  Moreover  he  must  have  a  good 
report  of  them  which  are  without;  lest  lie  fall  into  reproach 
and  the  snare  of  the  devil. 

Titus  1.  6.  If  any  be  blameless,  the  husband  of  one  wife, 
having  faithful  children  not  accused  of  riot  or  unruly.  7  For 
a  bishop  must  be  blameless,  as  the  steward  of  God;  not  self- 
willed,  not  soon  angry,  not  given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not 
given  to  filthy  lucre ;  8  But  a  lover  of  hospitality,  a  lover  of 
good  men,  sober,  just,  holy,  temperate;  9  Holding  fast  the 
faithful  word  as  he  hath  been  taught,  that  he  may  be  able  by 
sound  doctrine  both  to  exhort  and  to  convince  the  gainsayers. 

§437.   The  general  Superintendents  advise  other  Elders 
where  their  services  are  needed.

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liberality  unto  Jerusalem.  4  And  if  it  be  meet  that  I  go  also, 
they  shall  go  with  me.  10  Now  if  Timotheus  come,  see  that 
he  may  be  with  you  without  fear:  for  he  worketh  the  work 
of  the  Lord,  as  I  also  do.  nLet  no  man  therefore  despise 
him:  but  conduct  him  forth  in  peace,  that  he  may  come 
unto  me :  for  I  look  for  him  with  the  brethren.  12  As 
touching  our  brother  Apollos,  I  greatly  desired  him  to  come 
unto  you  with  the  brethren:  but  his  will  was  not  at  all  to 
come  at  this  time :  but  he  will  come  when  he  shall  have  con- 
venient time. 

a.  d.  59.]  Acts  19.  22.  So  he  sent  into  Macedonia  two  of 
them  that  ministered  unto  him,  Timotheus  and  Erastus ;  but 
he  himself  stayed  in  Asia  for  a  season. 

A.  d.  60.]  1  Peter  5.  12.  By  Sylvanus,  a  faithful  brother 
unto  you,  as  I  suppose,  I  hawe  written  briefly,  exhorting, 
and  testifying  that  this  is  the  true  grace  of  God  wherein  ye 
stand. 

a.  d.  68.]  Eph.  6.  21.  But  that  ye  also  may  know  my 
affairs,  and  how  I  do,  Tychicus,  a  beloved  brother  and  faith- 
ful minister  in  the  Lord,  shall  make  known  to  you  all  things: 
22  Whom  I  have  sent  unto  you  for  the  same  purpose,  that  ye 
might  know  our  affairs,  and  that  he  might  comfort  your 
hearts.

As  I  besought  thee  to  abide  still  at 
Ephesus,  when  I  went  into  Macedonia,  that  thou  mightest 
charge  some  that  they  teach  no  other  doctrine,  4  Neither  give 
heed  to  fables  and  endless  genealogies,  which  minister  ques- 
tions, rather  than  godly  edifying  which  is  in  faith :  so  do.

Titus  1.  5.  For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in  Crete,  that  thou 
shouldest  set  in  order  the  things  that  are  wanting,  and  ordain 
elders  in  every  city,  as  I  had  appointed  thee. 

Titus  3.  12.  When  I  shall  send  Artemas  unto  thee,  or 
Tychicus,  be  diligent  to  come  unto  me  to  Nicopolis:  for  I 
have  determined  there  to  winter.

b.  c.  612.]  Jer.  3.  15.  And  I  will  give  you  pastors  accord- 
ing to  my  heart,  which  shall  feed  you  with  knowledge  and 
understanding. 

b.  c.  595.]  Ezek.  2.  6.  And  thou,  son  of  man,  be  not  afraid 
of  them,  neither  be  afraid  of  their  words,  though  briers  and 
thorns  be  with  thee,  and  thou  dost  dwell  among  scorpions: 
be  not  afraid  of  their  words,  nor  be  dismayed  at  their  looks, 
though  they  be  a  rebellious  house.  7  And  thou  shalt  speak 
my  words  unto  them,  whether  they  will  hear,  or  whether 
they  will  forbear:  for  they  are  most  rebellious.

12Let  no 
man  despise  thy  youth ;  but  be  thou  an  example  of  the  be- 
lievers, in  word,  in  conversation,  in  charity,  in  spirit,  in  faith, 
in  purity.  13  Till  I  come,  give  attendance  to  reading,  to  ex- 
hortation, to  doctrine. 

1  Tim.  5.  17.  Let  the  elders  that  rule  well  be  counted  wor- 
thy of  double  honour,  especially  they  who  labour  in  the  word 
and  doctrine. 

2  Tim.  2.  2.  And  the  things  that  thou  hast  heard  of  me 
among  many  witnesses,  the  same  commit  thou  to  faithful  men, 
who  shall  be  able  to  teach  others  also. 

2  Tim.  4.  2.  Preach  the  word ;  be  instant  in  season,  out  of 
season;  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with  all  longsuffering  and 
doctrine. 

Titus  1.  7.  For  a  bishop  must  be  blameless,  as  the  steward  of 
God ;  9  Holding  fast  the  faithful  word  as  he  hath  been  taught, 
that  he  may  be  able  by  sound  doctrine  both  to  exhort  and  to 
convince  the  gainsay ers. 

Titus  2.  1.  But  speak  thou  the  things  which  become  sound 
doctrine.  15  These  things  speak,  and  exhort,  and  rebuke  with 
all  authority.     Let  no  man  despise  thee. 

§  440.  God,  having  called  a  person  to  the  office  of  an 
Elder,  holds  him  to  account  for  any  neglect  of  his 
calling. 

b.  c.  595.]  Ezek.  3.  17.  Son  of  man,  I  have  made  thee  a 
watchman  unto  the  house  of  Israel :  therefore  hear  the  word 
at  my  mouth,  and  give  them  warning  from  me.  18  When  I  say 
unto  the  wicked,  Thou  shalt  surely  die;  and  thou  givest  him 
not  warning,  nor  speakest  to  warn  the  wicked  from  his  wicked 
way,  to  save  his  life ;  the  same  wicked  man  shall  die  in  his 
iniquity ;  but  his  blood  will  I  require  at  thy  hand.

continue  in  them:  for  in  doing  this  thou  shalt  both  save  thy- 
self, and  them  that  hear  thee. 

1  Tim.  6.  12.  Fight  the  good  fight  of  faith,  lay  hold  on 
eternal  life,  whereunto  thou  art  also  called,  and  hast  professed 
a  good  profession  before  many  witnesses.  13 1  give  thee  charge 
in  the  sight  of  God,  who  quickeneth  all  things,  and  before 
Christ  Jesus,  who  before  Pontius  Pilate  witnessed  a  good 
confession  ;  14  That  thou  keep  this  commandment  without 
spot,  unrebukeable,  until  the  appearing  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

a.  d.  65.~\  2  Tim.  1. 13.  Hold  fast  the  form  of  sound  words, 
which  thou  hast  heard  of  me,  in  faith  and  love  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus.

§  442.    Avoid  superstitious,  fables,    and  all   insincere 

disputations. 

A.  D.  65.]  1  Tim.  1.  4.  Neither  give  heed  to  fables  and  end- 
less genealogies,  which  minister  questions,  rather  than  godly 
edifying  which  is  in  faith.  5  Now  the  end  of  the  command- 
ment is  charity  out  of  a  pure  heart,  and  of  a  good  conscience, 
and  of  faith  unfeigned :  6  From  which  some  having  swerved 
have  turned  aside  unto  vain  jangling;  7  Desiring  to  be  teach- 
ers of  the  .law ;  understanding  neither  what  they  say,  nor 
whereof  they  affirm. 

1  Tim.  4.  7.  But  refuse  profane  and  old  wives'  fables,  and 
exercise  thyself  rather  unto  godliness. 

1  Tim.  6.  3.  If  any  man  teach  otherwise,  and  consent  not 
to  wholesome  words,  even  the  words  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  to  the  doctrine  which  is  according  to  godliness;  4He  is 
proud,  knowing  nothing,  but  doting  about  questions  and 
strifes  of  words,  whereof  cometh  envy,  strife,  railings,  evil 
surmisings,  5  Perverse  disputings  of  men  of  corrupt  minds, 
and  destitute  of  the  truth,  supposing  that  gain  is  godliness  : 
from  such  withdraw  thyself.  2uO  Timothy,  keep  that  whicli 
is  committed  to  thy  trust,  avoiding  profane  and  vain  babblings, 
and  oppositions  of  science  falsely  so  called :  21  Which  some 
professing  have  erred  concerning  the  faith. 

2  Tim.  2. 14.  Of  these  things  put  them  in  remembrance, 
charging  them  before  the  Lord  that  they  strive  not  about 
words  to  no  profit,  out  to  the  subverting  of  the  hearers. 
15  Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  workman  that 
needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of 
truth.  16  But  shun  profane  and  vain  babblings:  for  they  will 
increase  unto  more  ungodliness.  17  And  their  word  will  eat 
as  doth  a  canker  :  of  whom  is  Hymeneus  and  Philetus.  23  But 
foolish  and  unlearned  questions  avoid,  knowing  that  they  do 
gender  strifes.  24  And  the  servant  of  the  Lord  must  not 
strive;  but  be  gentle  unto  all  men,  apt  to  teach,  patient;  25  In 
meekness   instructing  those  that  oppose  themselves;  if  God

Ye  are  witnesses,  and  God  also, 
how  holily  and  justly  and  unblameably  we  behaved  ourselves 
among  you  that  believed:  "As  ye  know  how  we  exhorted 
and  comforted  and  charged  every  one  of  you,  as  a  father  doth 
his  children,  12  That  ye  would  walk  worthy  of  God,  who 
hath  called  you  unto  his  kingdom  and  glory. 

2  Thess.  3.  7.  For  yourselves  know  how  ye  ought  to  fol- 
low us:  for  we  behaved  not  ourselves  disorderly  among 
you;  8  Neither  did  we  eat  any  man's  bread  for  nought:  but 
wrought  with  labour  and  travail  night  and  day,  that  we 
might  not  be  chargeable  to  any  of  you :  9  Not  because  we 
have  not  power,  but  to  make  ourselves  an  ensample  unto  you 
to  follow  us.

20  And  unto  the  Jews  I  became  as  a  Jew,  that  I  might  gain  the 
Jews;  to  them  that  are  under  the  law,  as  under  the  law,  that 
I  might  gain  them  that  are  under  the  law ;  21  To  them  that 
are  without  law,  as  without  law,  (being  not  without  law  to 
God,  but  under  the  law  to  Christ,)  that  I  might  gain  them 
that  are  without  law.  22  To  the  weak  became  I  as  weak,  that 
I  might  aain  the  weak:  I  am  made  all  things  to  all  men,  that 
I  might  by  all  means  save  some.

For  God  hath  not  given  us  the  spirit 
of  fear;  but  of  power,  and  of  love,  and  of  a  sound  mind. 
8  Be  not  thou  therefore  ashamed  of  the  testimony  of  our  Lord, 
nor  of  me  his  prisoner:  but  be  thou  partaker  of  the  afflictions 
of  the  gospel  according  to  the  power  of  God. 

2  Tim.  2.  15.  Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a 
workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the 
word  of  truth. 

§  445.  Temporal  necessities  of  Elders  who  labour  in 
the  word  and  doctrine  are  supplied  by  those  for  whom 
they  labour. 

And  as  je  go,  preach,  saying,  The 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand.  9  Provide  neither  gold,  nor 
silver,  nor  brass  in  your  purses ;  10  Nor  scrip  for  your  journey, 
neither  two  coats,  neither  shoes,  nor  yet  staves :  for  the  work- 
man is  worthy  of  his  meat. 

a.  d.  52.]  Gal.  6.  6.  Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  word 
communicate  unto  him  that  teacheth  in  all  good  things. 
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a.  d.  56.]  1  Cor.  9.  7.  Who  goeth  a  warfare  any  time  at  his 
own  charges  ?  who  planteth  a  vineyard,  and  eateth  not  of  the 
fruit  thereof  ?  or  who  feedeth  a  flock,  and  eateth  not  of  the 
milk  of  the  flock  ?  8  Say  I  these  things  as  a  man  ?  or  saith  not 
the  law  the  same  also  ?

And  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  to 
know  them  which  labour  among  you,  and  are  over  you  in  the 
Lord,  and  admonish  you;  13  And  to  esteem  them  very  highly 
in  love  for  their  works'  sake. 

a.  d.  56.]  1  Cor.  16.  16.  That  ye  submit  yourselves  unto 
such,  and  to  every  one  that  helpeth  with  us,  and  laboureth. 

a.  d.  63.]  Heb.  13.  7.  Remember  them  which  have  the  rule 
over  you,  who  have  spoken  unto  you  the  word  of  God:  whose 
faith  follow,  considering  the  end  of  their  conversation.  17  Obey 
them  that  have  the  rule  over  you,  and  submit  yourselves:  for 
they  watch  for  your  souls,  as  they  that  must  give  account,  that 
they  may  do  it  with  joy,  and  not  with  grief:  for  that  is  un- 
profitable for  you.

Withal  praying  also  for  us,  that  God 
would  open  unto  us  a  door  of  utterance,  to  speak  the  mystery 
of  Christ,  for  which  I  am  also  in  bonds:  4  That  I  may  make 
it  manifest,  as  I  ought  to  speak. 

a.  d.  65.]  Heb.  13.  18.  Pray  for  us:  for  we  trust  we  have  a 
good  conscience,  in  all  things  willing  to  live  honestly.  19  But 
I  beseech  you  the  rather  to  do  this,  that  I  may  be  restored  to 
you  the  sooner. 

§  448.  Deacons  attend  especially  to  the  temporal  affairs 

of  the  Church.

8  Wheref ore,  brethren,  look  ye  out  among  you  seven  men  of 
honest  report,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we 
may  appoint  over  this  business.  4  But  we  will  give  ourselves 
continually  to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the  word. 
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§  449.  Deacons  are  chosen  by  the  p>eople,  and  appointed 
by  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the  Elders. 

a.  d.  31.]  Acts  6.  2.  Then  the  twelve  called  the  multitude 
of  the  disciples  unto  them,  and  said,  It  is  not  reason  that  we 
should  leave  the  word  of  God,  and  serve  tables.  3  Wherefore, 
brethren,  look  ye  out  among  you  seven  men  of  honest  report, 
full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may  appoint 
over  this  business.  B  And  the  saying  pleased  the  whole  multi- 
tude: and  they  chose  Stephen,  a  man  full  of  faith  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  Philip,  and  Prochorus,  and  Nicanor,  and 
Timon,  and  Parmenas,  and  Nicolas  a  proselyte  of  Antioch ; 
6  Whom  they  set  before  the  apostles :  and  when  they  had 
prayed,  they  laid  their  hands  on  them. 

§  450.  Character,  reputation,  and  circumstances  essential 

for  a  Deacon. 

A.  D.  65.]  1  Tim.  3.  8.  Likewise  must  the  deacons  oe  grave, 
not  double-tongued,  not  given  to  much  wine,  not  greedy  of 
filthy  lucre ;  9  Holding  the  mystery  of  the  faith  in  a  pure 
conscience.  10  And  let  these  also  first  be  proved ;  then  let 
them  use  the  office  of  a  deacon,  being  found  blameless.  "  Even 
so  must  their  wives  oe  grave,  not  slanderers,  sober,  faithful  in 
all  things.  12  Let  the  deacons  be  the  husbands  of  oue  wife, 
ruling  their  children  and  their  own  houses  well.  13  For  they 
that  have  used  the  office  of  a  deacon  well  purchase  to  them- 
selves a  good  degree,  and  great  boldness  in  the  faith  which  is 
in  Christ  Jesus. 

§451.  If  any  brother  is  accused  of  perverseness  or  of 
crime  he  shall  be  tried  by  the  Church,  and  if  guilty,  he 
shall  be  excommunicated. 

a.  d.  29.]  Matt.  18.  15.  Moreover  if  thy  brother  shall  tres- 
pass against  thee,  go  and  tell  him  his  fault  between  thee  and 
him  alone:  if  he  shall  hear  thee,  thou  hast  gained  thy  brother. 
16  But  if  he  will  not  hear  thee,  then  take  with  thee  one  or  two 
more,  that  in  the  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses  every  word 
may  be  established.  17  And  if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them, 
tell  it  unto  the  church :  but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  church, 
let  him  be  unto  thee  as  a  heathen  man  and  a  publican. 
18  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whatsoever  ye  shall  bind  on  earth 
shall  be  bound  in  heaven;  and  whatsoever  ye  shall  loose  on 
earth  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven. 

a.  d.  56.]  1  Cor.  5.  1.  It  is  reported  commonly  that  there  is 
fornication  among  you,  and  such  fornication  as  is  not  so  much 
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as  named  among  the  Gentiles,  that  one  should  have  his  father's 
wife.  2  And  ye  are  puffed  up,  and  have  not  rather  mourned, 
that  he  that  hath  done  this  deed  might  be  taken  away  from 
among  you.  3  For  I  verily,  as  absent  in  body,  but  present  in 
spirit,  have  judged  already,  as  though  I  were  present,  concern- 
ing him  that  hath  so  done  this  deed,  4  In  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  when  ye  are  gathered  together,  and  my 
spirit,  with  the  power  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  5  To  deliver 
such  a  one  unto  Satan  for  the  destruction  of  the  flesh,  that  the 
spirit  may  be  saved  in  the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  7  Purge 
out  therefore  the  old  leaven. 

§  452.  If  any  who  is  called  a  brother  lives  contrary  to 
the  commandments  of  God,  put  away  from  among 
yourselves  that  wicked  person.

A.  D.  52. ~\  2  Thess.  3.  6.  Now  we  command  you,  brethren, 
in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  withdraw  your- 
selves from  every  brother  that  walketh  disorderly,  and  not 
after  the  tradition  which  he  received  of  us.  14  And  if  any 
man  obey  not  our  word  by  this  epistle,  note  that  man,  and 
have  no  company  with  him,  that  he  may  be  ashamed. 

A.  d.  56.]  1  Cor.  5.  9.  I  wrote  unto  you  in  an  epistle  not  to 
company  with  fornicators:  10  Yet  not  altogether  with  the  for- 
nicators of  this  world,  or  with  the  covetous,  or  extortioners,  or 
with  idolaters ;  for  then  must  ye  needs  go  out  of  the  world. 
11  But  now  I  have  written  unto  you  not  to  keep  company,  if 
any  man  that  is  called  a  brother  be  a  fornicator,  or  covetous, 
or  an  idolater,  or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an  extortioner; 
with  such  a  one  no  not  to  eat.  12  For  what  have  I  to  do  to 
judge  them  also  that  are  without  ?  do  not  ye  judge  them  that 
are  within?  13  But  them  that  are  without  God  judgeth. 
Therefore  put  away  from  among  yourselves  that  wicked 
person. 

§  453.  Exclude  any  that  teach  doctrines  contrary  to  the 
doctrines  of  Christ  and  of  the  apostles. 

a.d.52.]  Gal.  1.  7.  There  be  some  that  trouble  you,  and 
would  pervert  the  gospel  of  Christ.  8  But  though  we,  or  an 
angel  from  heaven,  preach  any  other  gospel  unto  you  than 
that  which  we  have  preached  unto  you,  let  him  be  accursed. 
9  As  we  said  before,  so  say  I  now  again,  If  any  man  preach 
any  other  gospel  unto  you  than  that  ye  have  received,  let  him 
be  accursed. 

a.  d.  58.]  Rom.  16.  17.  Now  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  mark 
them  which  cause  divisions  and  offences  contrary  to  the  doc- 
trine which  ye   have  learned;   and  avoid  them.     18  For  they 
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that  are  such  serve  not  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  but  their  own 
belly :  and  by  good  words  and  fair  speeches  deceive  the  hearts 
of  the  simple. 

A.  d.  65.]  2  Tim.  3.  5.  Having  a  form  of  godliness,  but  de- 
nying the  power  thereof:  from  such  turn  away.  ti  For  of  this 
sort  are  they  which  creep  into  houses,  and  lead  captive  silly 
women  laden  with  sins,  led  away  with  divers  lusts,  7  Ever 
learning,  and  never  able  to  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
truth. 

Titus  3.  10.  A  man  that  is  a  heretic,  after  the  first  and  second 
admonition,  reject;  "Knowing  that  he  that  is  such  is  sub- 
verted, and  sinneth,  being  condemned  of  himself. 

Jude  16.  These  are  murmurers,  complainers,  walking  after 
their  own  lusts ;  and  their  mouth  speaketh  great  swelling  words, 
having  men's  persons  in  admiration  because  of  advantage. 
17  But,  beloved,  remember  ye  the  words  which  were  spoken 
before  of  the  apostles  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  18  How  that 
they  told  you  there  should  be  mockers  in  the  last  time,  who 
should  walk  after  their  own  ungodly  lusts.  19  These  be  they 
who  separate  themselves,  sensual,  having  not  the  Spirit.

And  to  the  angel  of  the  church  in 
Pergamos  write ;  These  things  saith  he  which  hath  the  sharp 
sword  with  two  edges ;  i3 1  know  thy  works,  and  where  thou 
dwellest,  even  where  Satan's  seat  is:  and  thou  boldest  fast  my 
name,  and  hast  not  denied  my  faith,  even  in  those  days 
wherein  Antipas  was  my  faithful  martyr,  who  was  slain  among 
you,  where  Satan  dwelleth.

23  And  I  will 
kill  her  children  with  death ;  and  all  the  churches  shall  know 
that  I  am  he  which  searcheth  the  reins  and  hearts:  and  I  will 
give  unto  every  one  of  you  according  to  your  works. 

§  455.  Strangers  who  are  recommended  by  letter  from 
the  Church  xohere  they  are  known,  are  to  be  received 
and  helped. 

a.  d.  58.]  Rom.  16.  1.  I  commend  unto  you  Phebe  our  sis- 
ter, which  is  a  servant  of  the  church  which  is  at  Cenchrea: 
2  That  ye  receive  her  in  the  Lord,  as  becometh  saints,  and 
that  ye  assist  her  in  whatsoever  business  she  hath  need  of 
you :  for  she  hath  been  a  succourer  of  many,  and  of  myself 
also. 

§  456.  All  Scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God. 

B.  c.  1018.]  2  Sam.  23.  1.  Now  these  be  the  last  words  of 
David.  David  the  son  of  Jesse  said,  and  the  man  who  was 
raised  up  on  high,  the  anointed  of  the  God  of  Jacob,  and  the 
sweet  psalmist  of  Israel,  said,  2  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  spake 
by  me,  and  his  word  was  in  my  tongue.  3  The  God  of  Israel 
said,  the  Rock  of  Israel  spake  to  me. 

B.  c.  J^JfS.]  Neh.  9.  13.  Thou  earnest  down  also  upon  mount 
Sinai,  and  spakest  with  them  from  heaven,  and  gavest  them 
right  judgments,  and  true  laws,  good  statutes  and  command- 
ments: 14  And  madest  known  unto  them  thy  holy  sabbath, 
and  commandest  them  precepts,  statutes,  and  laws,  by  the 
hand  of  Moses  thy  servant.

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CHAPTER   VII. 

THE  HEAVENS  AND  THE  EAETH. 

§  465.   The  heavens  and  the  earth  were  created  by  God.

22  And  God  blessed  them,  saying,  Be 
fruitful,  and  multiply,  and  fill  the  waters  in  the  seas,  and  let 
fowl  multiply  in  the  earth.  24  And  God  said,  Let  the  earth 
bring  forth  the  living  creature  after  his  kind,  cattle,  and 
creeping  thing,  and  beast  of  the  earth  after  his  kind :  and  it 
was  so.  25And  God  made  the  beast  of  the  earth  after  his 
kind,  and  cattle  after  their  kind,  and  every  thing  that  creep- 
eth  upon  the  earth  after  his  kind :  and  God  saw  that  it  was 
good.

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses, 
Say  nnto  Aaron,  Stretch  forth  thine  hand  with  thy  rod  over 
the  streams,  over  the  rivers,  and  over  the  ponds,  and  cause 
frogs  to  come  up  upon  the  land  of  Egypt.  6  And  Aaron 
stretched  out  his  hand  over  the  waters  of  Egypt ;  and  the 
frogs  came  up,  and  covered  the  land  of  Egypt.  8  Then  Pha- 
raoh called  for  Moses  and  Aaron,  and  said,  Entreat  the  Lord, 
that  he  may  take  away  the  frogs  from  me,  and  from  my  peo- 
ple ;  and  I  will  let  the  people  go,  that  they  may  do  sacrifice 
unto  the  Lord.  12And  Moses  and  Aaron  went  out  from 
Pharaoh:  and  Moses  cried  unto  the  Lord  because  of  the 
frogs  which  he  had  brought  against  Pharaoh.  1S  And  the 
Lord  did  according  to  the  word  of  Moses;  and  the  frogs 
died  out  of  the  houses,  out  of  the  villages,  and  out  of  the 
fields.  "And  they  gathered  them  together  upon  heaps: 
and  the  land  stank.  15  But  when  Pharaoh  saw  that  there 
was  respite,  he  hardened  his  heart,  and  hearkened  not  unto 
them ;  as  the  Lord  had  said.  16  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
Moses,  Say  unto  Aaron,  Stretch  out  thy  rod,  and  smite  the 
dust  of  the  land,  that  it  may  become  lice  throughout  all 
the  land  of  Egypt.  17  And  they  did  so ;  for  Aaron  stretched 
out  his  hand  with  his  rod,  and  smote  the  dust  of  the  earth, 
and  it  became  lice  in  man,  and  in  beast ;  all  the  dust  of  the 
land  became  lice  throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt.  19  Then 
the  magicians  said  unto  Pharaoh,  This  is  the  linger  of  God : 
and  Pharaoh's  heart  was  hardened,  and  he  hearkened  not  unto 
them;  as  the  Lord  had  said.  20  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
Moses,  Rise  up  early  in  the  morning,  and  stand  before  Pha- 
raoh; lo,  he  cometh  forth  to  the  water;  and  say  unto  him, 
Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Let  my  people  go,  that  they  may  serve 
me.  21  Else,  if  thou  wilt  not  let  my  people  go,  behold,  I  will 
send  swarms  of  flies  upon  thee,  and  upon  thy  servants,  and 
upon  thy  people,  and  into  thy  houses :  and  the  houses  of  the 
Egyptians  shall  be  full  of  swarms  of  flies,  and  also  the  ground 
whereon  they  are.  22  And  I  will  sever  in  that  day  the  land  of 
Goshen,  in  which  my  people  dwell,  that  no  swarms  of  flies 
shall  be  there ;  to  the  end  thou  mayest  know  that  I  am  the 
Lord  in  the  midst  of  the  earth.  24  And  the  Lord  did  so ;  and 
there  came  a  grievous  swarm  of  flies  into  the  house  of  Pha- 
raoh, and  into  his  servants'  houses,  and  into  all  the  land  of 
Egypt ;  the  land  was  corrupted  by  reason  of  the  swarm  of 
flies.  31  And  the  Lord  did  according  to  the  word  of  Moses; 
and  he  removed  the  swarms  of  flies  from  Pharaoh,  from  his 
servants,  and  from  his  people ;  there  remained  not  one.

13  And  Moses 
stretched  forth  his  rod  over  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  the  Lord 
brought  an  east  wind  upon  the  land  all  that  day,  and  all  that 
night ;  and  when  it  was  morning,  the  east  wind  brought  the  lo- 
custs. 14  And  the  locusts  went  up  over  all  the  land  of  Egypt, 
and  rested  in  all  the  coasts  of  Egypt:  very  grievous  were  they  ; 
before  them  there  were  no  such  locusts  as  they,  neither  after 
them  shall  be  such.  15For  they  covered  the  face  of  the  whole 
earth,  so  that  the  land  was  darkened ;  and  they  did  eat  every 
herb  of  the  land,  and  all  the  fruit  of  the  trees  which  the  hail 
had  left:  and  there  remained  not  any  green  thing  in  the  trees, 
or  in  the  herbs  of  the  field,  through  all  the  land  of  Egypt. 
lfi  Then  Pharaoh  called  for  Moses  and  Aaron  in  haste ;  and  he 
said,  I  have  sinned  against  the  Lord  your  God,  and  against 
you.  "  Now  therefore  forgive,  I  pray  thee,  my  sin  only  this 
once,  and  entreat  the  Lord  your  God,  that  he  may  take  away 
from  me  this  death  only.  18And  he  went  out  from  Pharaoh, 
and  entreated  the  Lord.  19And  the  Lord  turned  a  mighty 
strong  west  wind,  which  took  away  the  locusts,  and  cast  them 
into  the  Red  sea;  there  remained  not  one  locust  in  all  the 
coasts  of  Egypt. 

I  will  send  hornets  before  thee,  which  shall 
drive  out  the  Hivite,  the  Canaanite,  and  the  Hittite,  from 
before  thee.
